At the September 15th meeting of the National 
Council of Churches general Board a policy statement on Fire- 
arms control was adopted. 
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Enclosed find a copy of the proposed statement 
and the final statement. In a lively debate, I succeeded in having 
the board delete lines 35-38 of the proposed statement, which 
I saw as a gratuitous insult to police, and deletorious to morale. 

It is anticipated that at the; next meeting of the 
general Board February 19-22 in San Diego a policy statement 
on Police will be introduced. This will in all likelihood reflect 
the irresponsible emotional hysteria characteristic of NCCC's 
customary posture. 

I should like to attend to mitigate the possible 
adverse effects on police morale, but find^m unable to budget 
for a cross-country trip.
